"We meet to-night in the central city of 


Illinois, with its beautiful homes and warm 
hearts. No city is protected from the curse 
of it temperance. The women are building 
dykes to protect their homes from the in- 
vading floods of alcohol. In IST'J we stood 
up before this community to be measured.
